One day she turned suddenly ; 0 
a young friend and asked: Do you 
think me a t'uilty woman'" and 
without waiting for an answer she 
went on: I wish to speak now 
while I can. I was shocked and 
terrified at that horrible time that I 
did not know what I said. But I am 
not guiltyjof any sin. Mr. Sickles 
was very voilent -I was afraid of 
him— he Brought me a paper, which 
he said I must sign— he said he 
would be hung if I did not sign it. 
I never read one word of that pa- 
per; 1 did not know one word writ 
ten in it. I put my name where he 
told me, and to save his life." She 
was sinking rapidly, and was car- 
ried to her bed from a long fainting 
turn. As she opened her eyes, re- 
viving slowly they fell npon the 
face of Daniel E. Sickles, painted 
and framed, hanging before her. 
Lifting her pale hand, she said: 
"Take it away."
